Wicks discloses coatings made from aliphatic polyisocyanates (see 
polyisocyanates of examples) reacted with polyaspartic ester at an excess 
stoichiometric ratio of isocyanate to NH groups (see claim 5). 

3. Claims 1, 3, 6, 8, 12, 14, 17 and 1 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Roesler. 

Roesier discloses coatings comprising polyisocyanates and polyaspatic ester 
mixtures at NCO/NH ratios greater than one (col. 6, lines 6-25).
